the mean time, he was often not a little af? 
fected with the melancholy Tidings of the 
Twiſt advances they were making in England 


towards Popery and Slavery, w which he moſt 


heartily lamented, as well as the Hardſhips 


and Severitys which his Nonconforming Bre- 


tren met with in particular. And not having 


any encouragement from the poſture of Af- 


fairs to return home, he at length in the 
Vear 1686. ſettled in the pleaſant City of 


Dtrecht, which is the Capital of one of the 
ſeven United Provinces.
